There is no 
reouirement that the medium before writing have only those components listed in claim 10 listed, "consisting essentially" does not so 
limit the claim language. She also suggests the applicant not make use of new terms in the claim language after final rejection to avoid 
possible issues of new matter and new issues at such a time. .

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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The addition of a photopolymer system in claim 16 without clear antecedent basis for it in claim 10 leaves 
unclear where such fits within the medium described. Placing the monomer in both the medium and a photpopolymer system does not 
make clear where the system is and what is being claimed. This is all new entry after final rejection causing clarity issues with the claimed 
invention. THe issue of where and how the "photopolymer system" is related to the medium claimed raises new issues after final. 
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
